Mr. WerBelTs anti-Communist ac- 
tivities were often said to be linked 
with the Central Intelligence Agency, 
He was an agent with the Office of 
Strategic Services, the forerunner of 
theCXA. 

He was arrested last month of 
charges of carrying a weapon m Fed- 
eral property as he accompanied Larry 
Flynt, publisher of Hustler magazine 
and a client of Mr* WerBetPs security 
consulting business in California, into 
Federal District Court in Los Angeles, 
where Mr* Flynt was under contempt 
charges, 

in 1965, Mr. WerBell was a paramili- 
tary adviser to the Dominican Repub- 
lic Government when a Communist- 
backed civil war erupted. Two years 
later, he was indicted in a plot against 
the Castro regime in Cuba* The 
’ rges were later d rapped* 

**lr. WerBell and his two sons dis- 
banded thetr munitions trading and 
manufacturing company after Federal 
agents seized 3,400 machine guns on 
charges of improper record-keeping*
